In response to the requirement for restriction mailed October 2, 200 1 , applicant 
provisionally elects the claims of Group I, namely Claims 1-6 drawn to an artificial antigen and 
an in vitro diagnosis process. 

Applicant respectfully traverses the requirement for restriction, and requests 
reconsideration by the Examiner. The present application is the U.S. National Stage of a PCT 
Application. It appears that the Examiner has applied the United States standards, rather than the 
PCT Unity of Invention Standards. The common technipal feature which is shared by all of the 
claims is the artificial antigen of Claims 1-4. This same technical feature is present in Claims 7- 
10. Thus, it clearly appears that the claims of Group I and Group H form a single general 
inventive concept and that the requirement of Unity of Invention, as defined in PCT Rule 13.1 is 
fulfilled. 
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Accordingly, reconsideration by the Examiner, withdrawal of the requirement for 
ion, and an action on the merits of the claims as presented are earnestly solicited.
